Passenger and Sailor In- 
jured in Mid-Atlantic 
Rescue—Cutter Sinks 
Plane. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Sixty-nine men, women and chil- 
dren were safe today aboard a 
Coast Guard cutter which rescued 


ditched in mid-Atlantic. They sur- 
vived an ordeal of mountainous 
waves and terror of imminent 
death, 

Seventeen men and a woman 
rode a life raft perilously to safety 
from the plane to the Coast Guard 
cutter Bibb as dawn broke on the 
gale-whipped Atlantic, the Coast 
Guard announced, They joined 51 
fellow passengers and crewmen 
rescued yesterday from the big 
Bermuda Sky Queen, which 
alighted near the cutter when its 
fuel ran low. 

The Bibb’s skipper, Capt. Paul 
B. Cronk, radioed that the cutter 
later sank the damaged flying 
‘boat with gunfire so it would not 
be a “menace to navigation.“ 

The rescued, reported to be suf- 
fering nothing worse than shock 
and exposure, will be taken to 
Boston, arriving Sunday. 

Skipper “Much Relieved.” 

With a masterly understate- 
ment of the experiences of his 
crewmen and those rescued, Capt. 
Cronk said, “We feel very much 
relieved that this experience is 
over.” 

He reported that Lt. (jg)) Clar- 
ence S. Hall of Avon, Mass., who 
became a father while the Bibb 
was on weather patrol, “had the 
pleasure of rescuing a baby not 
much older than his, He got quite 
a jolt out of it.”

As a result, he said, many loads 
of coal which do not meet smoke 
ordinance specifications, are being 
certified as to weight by unof- 
ficial weight tickets issued by 
bonded city weighers, merely on 
the unverified statement of the 
trucker that the coal is for de- 
livery to points outside the city. 

O’Brien also charged that 
Riley and Commissioner of 
Weights and Measures Joseph 
Bernard had failed to co-operate 
with the Better Business Bureau 
in investigating complaints of 
consumers that they received de- 
liveries of coal improperly graded 
or short of the weight shown on 
the weight ticket.

BLUNTLY THATS 
FOUNDATION IS AT 
STAKE N EUROPE 


Tells CIO Western Civil- 
ization Is in ‘Danger of 
Actual eee ee 
—Aid Alone Not 
Enough, He Asserts. 


BOSTON, Oct. 15 (UP)—Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall 
warned today that the plight of 
Europe has confronted Amer- 
icans with “the danger of the ac- 
tual disappearance of the char- 
acteristics” of Western civiliza- 
tion. : 
Marshall told the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations that the 
very foundations “of our Govern- 
ment and manner of living” are at 
stake in the political and eco- 
nomic fight which is now under 
way in Europe. 

Warning that present American 
efforts to send aid to Europe will 
not suffice alone to prevent a 
fatal deterioration“ in Western 
Europe, Marshall asserted: 

The basic issue is simply 
whether or not men are to be 
left free to organize their social, 
political and economic existence 
in accordance with their de- 
eres: acy ” 

Dictatorship Alternative. 
The alternative, he said, is dic- 
tatorship “by small groups of men 
who have arrogated to them- 
selves” power to regulate and con- 
trol the lives of all. 

Marshall did not mention Rus- 
sia or Communism by name. 

“The issue is as old as recorded 
history,” Marshall asserted. “But 
in the world today it has assumed 
more menacing proportions than 
ever before, 

“The great enemy of democracy 
hag always been the concentration 
of arbitrary power in a few 
hands.” 

It was one of the bluntest state- 
ments Marshall has yet made on 
the conditions which have pro- 
voked his “cold war” with the 
Soviet Union and his Marshall 
plan for channeling American 
aid dollars into Europe to block 
Communist progress there. 

Text of Speech. 

The text of Marshall's speech: 

“This is my first opportunity as 
Secretary of State to discuss our 
foreign policy before a special 
gathering of American labor. You 
have an important part to play in

Byrnes's New Book Warns Russia,

Byrnes’s stern admonition high- 
lights his new book, “Speaking 
Frankly,” published today by 
Harper and Brothers. In it he 
deftly gives intimate glimpses of 
World War II leaders—Roosevelt, 
Stalin, Churchill, Molotov, Hitler— 
from his experiences as War Mo- 
bilization Director, “assistant pres- 
ident” and Secretary of State, 


Sidelights in Candid Story. 


Although his remarkably candid 
story is a recital of grim difficul- 
ties which he encountered in deal- 
ing with a stubborn, often arro- 
gant Russia, epitomized by Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, 
there are many interesting side- 
lights. Among them are: 

1, Byrnes bluntly infers that 
Russo-American relations Were de- 
teriorating before President 
Roosevelt’s death and said Roose- 
velt was miffed over Re rmy 
charges that the United States 
and Britain had agreed to secure 
easier’ peace terms for Germany, 

2. Byrnes quotes Stalin as say- 
ing at Potsdam that Hitler was 
alive and living either in Spain 
or Argentina. 

3. He indicates that the Soviet 
Politburo sometimes overrules Sta- 
lin, He says Stalin agreed to his’ 
25-year anti-militarism plan for 
Germany, but the high command 
turned thumbs down. 

4. Belittling Russian participa- 
tion in the Pacific war, he urges 
the United States to work for a 
democratic Korea and an early 
peace treaty with Japan.

Anti-Lewis forces, cheered by 
the ease with which their .over- 
whelming’ numbers defeated the 
UMW presidéfit yesterday, went 
right on with plans to bring their 
complaints over District 50 before 
a tribunal which he could not con- 
trol. 

The fight was due to come over 
conflicting resolutions offered by 
a majority of the resolutions com- 
mittee headed by a longtime 
Lewis critic, John P. Frey of the 
Metal Trades Department, and a 
minority represented by Thomas 
Kennedy, secretary-treasurer of 
the UMW. 

The majority report, it was 
understood, demands a halt to 
District 50 organizing and the 
jurisdictional problems created 
thereby, particularly wherein its 
steps on the toes of the metal 
trades. The minority report on 
‘the other hand makes clear that 
Lewis’s UMW has no intention 
of disbanding District 50. 

In another action the federa- 
tion called for a meeting to be 
held, probably in Wisconsin, in 
efforts to form a national or in- 
ternational union composed of the 
federal labor unions, which now 
are chartered directly by the AFI, 

Lewis Assails Leaders. 


Lewis took the gloves off in his 
first convention speech yesterday, 
stinging the leadership into fight- 
ing mood by calling them “intel- 
lectually fat and stately asses," 
and adding:

(AP)—James F. Byrnes, former 
Secretary of State, declared in hn 
interview yesterday that “men 
who want to preserve peace can 
generally find a way to do it.” As 
his book “Speaking: Frankly,” was 
presented formally to the public 
here in his home town, Byrnes 
was honored at a reception. He 
autographed copies of his book. 
Emphasizing the necessity for 
the American people and press to 
support his principle of “firmness 
with patience’ toward Russia, 
and reiterating his confidence in 
the United Nations, Byrnes as- 
serted that “there is greater op- 
portunity to settle disagreements 
with Stalin than with Molotov.” 
He said he does not anticipate 
arly change in Russia’s attitude 
toward the United States with the 
recent establishment of the Com- 
munist International Information 
Bureay, but that “because many 
Americans are apt to believe it is 
the Comintern, it will arouse more 
suspicions as to the actions of 
the Soviets.” 

U.S., Russia Drifting Apart. 
Since completion of the manu- 
script of “Speaking Frankly” in 
July, Byrnes said he saw a greater 
drifting apart of Russia and the

Serious as is its theme, the 
book is not without humor. One 
passage deals with Mrs. Byrnes’s 
circumvention of a Red Army 
guard who refused to allow her 
to enter her hotel bedroom. 

Another relates how Andrei 
Vishinsky, concluding an inter- 
view with the king of Romania 
in which the Soviet spokesman 
demanded a Communist-dominat- 
ed government, slammed the door 
so hard that the plaster around 
the door frame was cracked bad- 
ly. Byrnes says the plaster never 
has been fixed. 

Byrnes states as follows his be- 
lief in the matter of democracy 
versus Communism: 

“If my public service has taught 
me anything, it is that the teach- 
ings of Thomas Jefferson and 
Abraham Lincoln can bring great- 
er numberg of people than the 
teachings of Karl Marx and Niko- 
lay Lenin.” 

He calls upon America to keep 
its own house in order, to learn 
from past mistakes, to prove “that

Near-Panic in Four Trains 
Stalled by Mechinacl 
Trouble in One. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
About 4000 subway passengers

EST) 
we have on board 44 persons, con- 
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sisting of 15 women, 16 men and 11 
squirts. and two babies. 

It may be said that the babies 
seemed to be in better shape than 
anyone. The children were all on 
their feet and put up a brave 
front. The women in many cases 
suffered reactions after coming 
aboard and realizing’ they. were 
safe, and most of them had to 
be carried below, but the medical 
officer informs me now that they 
are all right. 

One of the passengers suffered 
a laceration in the head. It bled 
“ bit, but he is not badly hurt; 
and one of our crew members, 
while over in the water rescuing 
a woman who had fallen out of a 
raft, was caught between the — 
and the ship and received very 
painful bruises around the back 
and chest. But we don't believe 
any bones are broken. 


The last trip was attended by 
some very hair-raising features. 
A motor-driven lifeboat had 
swamped and a raft had sub- 
merged and both were full of 
people and crew, and we drifted 
the ship down on them and fished 
them out of the water. 

And believe me, we were all very 
grateful and thankful when we got 
those people aboard. The family

“It is rather trite to saye that 
the world is now a small place but 
that is a fact and what happens 
in distant places affects our af- 
fairs and our lives inevitably, oft- 
en very quickly, and sometimes 
most seriously. The present sit- 


| uation in Europe is definitely of 


the last-mentioned character. 
Production Basic Problem, 
“The basic problem of world re- 
covery is production. Production 
of course involves other critical 
factors — food, fuel, housing and 
communications, for example, not 
to mention political influences or 
controls. With reference to the 
situation in Europe, at the present 
moment ‘the dominant factors are 


food and coal. Problems of for- 


eign exchange, dollar shortages ag 
now expressed, are heavily in- 
volved in the dilemma. I repeat 
that the immediate requirements 
at this time are food and coal. 
“Europe is entering on another 
long winter. As has already been 
described by numerous observers 
and authorities, the situation is 


precarious. Outside assistance 16 
| absolutely necessary to prevent a 
| really dangerous deterioration in 
| health and morale before any 
| carefully determined long-range 
| program can possibly be put into 


effect. 

“There now exists the urgent 
necessity for positive 
measures to prevent a fatal de- 
terioration in Europe—political, 
economic and psychological—be- 
fore Congress has sufficient time 


to consider and act upon a possi-⸗- 


ble long-range plan for American 
assistance. 
Food Saving a Factor, 

“The present food saving plan 
is one such interim measure. The 
committees of Congress, which are 
being scheduled to meet in No- 
vember, will undoubtedly consider 
othets. Meanwhile, the Admin 
tration will do, all . 
limited power to lend assistance. 

“These measures alone will not 
suffice. They are but a step—an 
all-important step to prevent a 
collapse this winter. 

“When I made a public state- 
ment at Harvard on June 5 last, it 
was plainly evident that a situa- 
tion had developed where we must 
immediately choose between two 
lines of action—either to concern 
ourselves solely with our own in- 
ternal affairs despite our heavy 
commitments in Germany, Austria 
and Italy, while Europe suffered 
a complete political and economic 
demoralization; or we must take 
action to assist Europe in avoid- 
ing a disastrous disintegration 
with tragic consequences for the 
world. Therefore, the suggestion 
was made that the European coun- 
tries, under the pressure of the 
dilemma which faced them, should 
join together in working out a 
mutual basis of co-operation for 
their own rehabilitation and 
should determine, on a business- 
like basis, the degree and charac- 
ter of the outside assistance they 
calculated would be urgently 
needed over and above what was 
humanly possible for them to ac- 
complish for themselves, 

“We have now reached the 
point where 16 nationg have sub- 
mitted a preliminary plan, both 
as to their own agreed actions 
and as to what outside assistance 
they feel will be necessary in the 
next four or five years. At the 
same time, our resources have 
been reviewed in order that no 
step might be taken which, would 
involve an unwise drain on our 
economy. The European plan is 
now under study by the various 
agencies of the Government con- 
cerned and by the special groups 
which were formed by direction 
of the President. Certain com- 
mittees of Congress have planned 
to meet in a few weeks to con- 
sider first the measures which 
may immediately be necessary, 
and later the proposal soon to be 
submitted by the Government for 
assistance in the long-range re- 
habilitation of Europe. 

“Whatever form the proposal 
may take we must be assured 
that the participating countries 
will make every possible effort to 
reach the production rates they 
have set for themselves and that 
they will make the necessary fis- 
cal reforms. We have great ad- 
miration for the fortitude dis-

cape from the compelling fact that 
if it is not framed with reference 
to the world it is framed with 
perfect futility.” What endangers 
the United States endangers all 
of us-—labor, industry and agri- 
culture alike, Because the eto- 
nomic stability of Europe is es- 
sential to the political stability 
of Europe, it is of tremendous 
importance to us, to our peace 
and security, and it is equally 
important to the entire world. 
We are faced with the danger of 
the actual disappearance of the 
characteristics. of western civil- 
ization on which our government 
and our manner of living are 
based.

MERICAN foreign policy in 


eastern Europe is designed to 


prevent Soviet domination in political and economic affairs. 
Various means are employed to carry it out. One is to encourage 


non-Communist elements. The other is to withhold financial credits 
from governments which are or appear to be Communist-controlled. 

The policy exists, but its execution is faulty in many resp*cts. 
It seemed to us that a major responsibility for this rested with 


Congress. 


Its refusal to grant sufficient funds to the Department 


of State deprives the department of its basic needs for carrying 
out a policy consistent with American interests. But there are other 


explanations. 

With few exceptions, Americans 
in eastern European diplomatic 
posts lack experience in their 
field. Before the war we trained 
few men for these assignments. 
Now that the United States for 
the first time is playing a leading 
role in international diplomacy, we 


need the men, but we do not have 
them.

It is true that contacts are dif- 
ficult in the Balkan states. A Ro- 
manian, Bulgarian or Yugoslav 
who talks to American officials is 
automatically suspect.

Much of the difficulty in mak- 
ing and maintaining contacts with 
the Communists stems from mu- 
tual distrust.

Too Few U.s, Reporters. 

The American press must also 
share the blame for United States 
failure to get full and accurate in- 
formation about what is going on 
in eastern Europe. Considering 
the growing importance of this 
part of the world to the evolution 
of American foreign policy, there 
are astonishingly few American 
correspondents stationed there. So 
far as eastern Europe is con- 
cerned, neither the Associated 
Press nor the United Press is jus- 
tified in saying that it ‘covers the 
world with trained American cor- 
respondents, 

No American reporters are sta- 
tioned in Bulgaria, although occa- 
sionally one visits Sofia for a few 
days or weeks, 
American news agencies employ 
local “strangers”—they are paid 
$50 a month—who are afraid to 
send stories about anything that 
is not officially announced or ap- 
proved, Being Bulgarians, they 
cannot enjoy the protection of 
American citizenship if they write 
something which annoys the gov- 
ernment. 

All these matters contribute to 
faulty implementation of Ameri- 
can policy in this part of the 
world.

This 
might mean changes in working 
hours and conditions, even a re- 
turn to the three-shift system of 


3. Cut off “dump power“ sup- 
plied some industries at lower 
rates with provision to curtail 
or cut off power when regular 
consumers’ demands tax ca- 
pacity. 

4. Deny power to new indus- 
trial applicants until additional 
generating capacity can be in- 
stalled. 


The utility companies disagree 
with recent predictions in some 
quarters of a return to wartime 
“brownouts” on a wide scale, but 
they admit that in a number of 
sections “reserves are too low for 
comfort.” 


They have their fingers crossed 
against any breakdowns in the 
pre-Christmas period when the 
nation normally has its peak load, 
due to long nights, blazing store 
and home lights, and overtime in 
plants filling last-minute shipment 
demands, 


Shortages already exist in Ari- 
zona, Florida and northern Cali- 
fornia, Dallas and Los Angeles 
have surplus power. 


In between these &tremes, most 
sections report generating capaci- 
ty will be equal to demand—if 
there is no general breakdown of 
equipment, no prolonged drouth, 
no fuel shortages, no “terrific pro- 
duction” by industry. 


Slow Progress in Expansion. 
In most sections, the survey 
shows, utilities plan to increase 


capacity. Slow progress so. far 


can be traced to failure of equip- 
ment manufacturers to fill orders 
and to delays in construction pro- 
grams, due to materials shortages. 


How did the low margin of re- 
serves come about? 

The Edison Electric Institute 
reports that in September the in- 
dustry as a whole was generating 
electricity at the rate of 300 bil- 
lion kilowatt hours a year, exact- 
ly twice that of 1937, the highest 
prewar year, and compared with 
an average in each of the last 
four years of 275 billion. 


This 100 per cent gain in pro- 
duction in 10 years was

Reasons for Rise in Demand. 


Increased demand is traced to: | 


1. Customers now total 37,500,- 
000, of which 3,750,000 were added 
since V-J day, and 2,109,218 of 
them last year alone, 


2. The average householder now 


consumes 1400 kilowatt hours a 
year in his home—in 1937 he used 
800 a year, and in 1927 only 446, 

3. Electrification of industry, ac- 
celerated by the war, has con- 
tinued at a high rate. 

4. The Associated Press survey 
also shows that in the western 
irrigation states, increased agri- 
cultural production put a heavy 
drain on power facilities, 

5. Rural electrification has in- 
creased power demand and now 92 
per cent of the occupied dwellings 
in the nation use electricity, the 
institute says. 

6. Decrease in electric rates— 
from 4.3 cents a kilowatt hour in 
1937 to an average of 3.1 cents at 
present—encourages increased use 
of electrical household equipment. 


Big Rise in Demand for Power 
Here Since the War. 


A spokesman for the Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri said that 


the demand for electricity in this 
area has increased tremendously 
during and since the war. If 
everything goes along as it is at 
present, he said, no curtailment 
on power to any noticeable extent 
ll be necessary. In any event 
e only curtailment would be to 
some industrial users. 
A new turbine is expected to be 
ready for use in January. It is 
expected to relieve some of the 
load on the present facilities. 
The only curtailment would af- 
fect “excess power” users who are 
in the Keokuk (Ia.) area. Only 
two curtailments this past year 
have affected “reserve power” cus- 
tomers on the East Side.

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Truman's Eternal Pauley 

President Truman is determined to win con- 
firmation of his ineffable friend, Edwin W. 
Pauley, for high office. 

Having failed in a frontal attempt last year 
which left Mr. Pauley in ignominious failure, 
Mr. Truman is trying again by oblique methods. 
He is lobbying to win over opponents of con- 
firmation, and using National Defense Secretary 
Forrestal and Secretary of the Army Royall as 
his errand boys. | 

Both these officials have pleaded with Senator 
Tobey, who led the ficht on Pauley last year, 
although he is no longer a member of the com- 
mittee that would pass on the proposed nomina- 
tion to succeed Royall as Secretary of the Army, 
Mr. Truman is trying to lay all potential oppo- 
sition before even offering the nomination. 

Senator Tobey replied to Forrestal and Royall 
that he would fight Pauley again “with all I’ve 
got.“ His words are reminiscent of Harold, 
Ickes’ reply to the,President last year when he 
was asked to ‘‘tell the truth... but be as gentle. 
as you can with Ed Pauley.” Ickes resigned the 
post of Secretary of the Interior with the bitter 
observation that he was “too old to commit per- 
jury for the party,” 

In various ways, a 
attempt to make Pauley palatable to Congress 
and to the public. The Department of State, in 
a letter written to the Post-Dispatch last month. 
by John H. Hilldring, defended Pauley’s record 
as reparations commissioner. Mr. Hilldring con- 
tradicted this newspaper’s assertion that Mr. 
Pauley was responsible for the failure to define 
German assets in Austria and for playing hob 
with reconstruction in Japan through an incom- 
petent inventory of its industry. 

Mr. Hilldring honestly differs from the ob- 
servers who have regarded Mr. Pauley as some- 
thing less than a brilliant success in these phases 


of his reparations job. But even jf Pauley had 
performed this work with great competence, the 


most damning reasons why he is unfit for pub- 
lic office would still stand. Neither Mr. Hill- 
dring, nor Mr. Royall, nor Mr. Forrestal, nor 
Mr. Truman himself, has so much as attempted 
to offer a defense of Pauley on the two points 


that have most to do with his lack of qualifi- 


cation for public office: 

First—That he puts his private business above 
the public welfare. 

Second—That his word cannot be relied on, 
even. under oath. 

Pauley himself is the authority for the state- 


ment that he puts his business first. His reason 


for getting into politics at all, he said in a 
remarkably ‘revealing interview with Edward A. 
Harris, was to advance his business interests. 
He led the raid of the oil companies on Califor- 
nia tidelands oil. Ickes said Pauley offered ta 
raise $300,000 for the Democratic party from 
California oil men if he would let them have 
the tidelands oil the rawest proposition ever,” 
the then Secretary said. It was this same pub- 
lic domain, vital to the nation’s defense, which 
President Truman proposed to entrust to Pauley 
as Under Secretary and later Secretary of the 
Navy. 


Pauley’s sworn statements were discredited . 
80 completely and so often in his confirmation 


hearings that the spectacle would have been 
pitiable if it had not been so profoundly dis- 
tasteful. The President’s nominee first swore 
he had not ‘discussed tidelands oil with. Roose- 
velt, former Attorney General Biddle or Ickes. 
When it was proved that he had talked with 
them about it, he admitted that he had dene so 


many times. Chairman Tobey counted six re- 


versals by Pauley of sworn statements. 

To repeat: Mr. Pauley is still unfit for pub- 
lic office. Mr. Truman, if he persists in his mis- 
guided efforts to place this man in a position of 
high public trust, will be exceedingly ill-advised. 
Congress has swallowed some very unpalatable 
appointments by Mr. Truman, but it has refused 


to swallow a Pauley appointment, and we don’t 


believe it will. The President, if he reads the 
signs aright, will stop playing campaign mana- 
ger for Pauley, and write off that gentleman as, 
at least, impolitic. ’ 


Up to the Aldermen 

“My position on rent control has not changed,” 
says Mayor Kaufmann, refusing to discuss the 
question further. 

By his stubborn opposition, the Mayor has 
caused 40,000 names to be collected on initiative 
petitions and filed with the Board of Election 
Commissioners. Arthur M. Sullivan; chief clerk 
of the commission, says it will cost $2000 to 
check the petitions.

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\Vetoes and Votes 


There was the usual Russian diversionary op- 
eration—with artillery effects by Vishinsky— 
when United States Delegate John Foster Dulles 
presented to UN the State Department’s plan for 
a full 57-member interim committee of the As- 
sembly. , 

The Kremlin’s deputy. foreign minister de- 
nouneed this as more American warmongering. 
However, the closest he came to supporting his 
charge—and this was a wide, wide miss—was 
when he said that the proposed committee would 
be a sounding-board for propaganda. But were 
it so used, one has the feeling it would be by 
the Russians rather than by the Americans. 

Its real purpose, of course, is to offset to 
some extent the stalemate created in the Se- 
curity Council—the only UN body in continuous 
session—by Russian abuse of the veto power. 
The suggested committee, in effect, would bring 
the Assembly also into continuous session. It 
could conduct debates and investigations, recom- 
mend action and, if necessary, call the full As- 


sembly into special session. Whenever the 


Council was vetoed into impotence, the commit- 


tee at least could tell the world all about the 


case that one of the powers was trying to sup- 
press. 

It seems probable that the plan will be 
adopted, perhaps with minor amendments, One 
cannot be so sure, however, that it will make 
the UN the effective device for preserving peace 
which it ought to be. While free of the veto 
incubus, the Assembly—and therefore also the 
proposed permanent Little Assembly’—also 
has a voting problem. 

Even in San Francisco, it was patent that a 
body in which each nation had one vote hardly 
would be realistic—or even democratic. Yemen, 
for instance, has as strong a voice in it as the 
Soviet Union. Costa Rica and Honduras—be- 
tween them—could outvote the United States. 
By persuading Panama, Paraguay, Uraguay and 
Iceland to join them, these nations, represent- 
ing about 1/500th of the world’s population, 
could outvote the Big Five with all their people 
and all their power. 

This, of course, is an extreme example, but 
the possibilities of blackjacking implicit in it 
already have manifested themselves. Consider 
the way in which the members of the Arab 


League have been hawking their votes for support 


of their position on Palestine. Apparently they 
will not get away with it, but the Latin Ameri- 
cans—with 20 of the 57 Assembly votes—did 
foist Argentina on an organization which was 
anything but eager to admit Peron’s delegate. 
Such crass bloc voting, as Edgar Ansel Mowrer 
has said, might not be so bad so long as the 
Assembly remained merely an advisory body. 
The Security Council then could always dis- 
count its recommendations by taking a quick 
look at the vote by which they were adopted. 
To be really effective, however, the Assembly 
must exercise the world responsibility which is 
nullified in the Council by the veto. Unless the 
Oouncil is unshackled, the Assembly must move 
more and more toward the position of a world 


_ legislature. But unless this voting defect can be 


corrected, its permanent interim committee 
might fail to become even the clear mirror of 
world opinion which Washington wants it to be. 

The UN, it would seem, needs to hold a con- 
vention to revise its constitution.

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Value: of the Community Chest 

At $4,785,000, the Community Chest is a bar- 
gain that St. Louisans can regard with favor. 
The Chest’s work is indispensable. With limited 
funds, it does the work well. It also works with 
an economy that leaves 94-cents on the dollar 
for its member agencies. If it failed, 100 agen- 
cies would have to solicit individually—a more 
costly way and a terrible nuisance. The most 
money would then go to the best salesmen, not 
to the most useful causes. 

Calling the Chest indispensable is not an over- 
statement. Advanced though our society is in 
some ways, a residue of misery persists. Self- 
sustaining citizens are sometimes reduced by 
misfortune to the ranks of dependency. The war 
on disease is never won. Prolonged distress 
still spawns childhood delinquency, adult crime 
and hatred of society. 

Chest agencies directly serve 40 per cent of 
the people, ministering most intensively to the 
very poor, but also benefiting better-off people 


‘who use hospitals and whose children are in 


youth activities. Social ills know no fences; the 
blight spreads from the sick to the well. So 
the Chest is a useful insurance to all the com- 
munity, bought at a bargain price by contributors 
and given free to those who cannot or will not 


contribute. 7 


Voluntary contributions impose a moral or- 
deal —of course. There is a temptation to let 
others carry the load; it can always find the 
excuse that some with greater means are giving 
less. At the same time, however, many with less 
may be giving more., No one loves a “free 
rider.” In spite of excuses, the need remains— 
the humanitarian need and the hard-headed 
need of society to safeguard its weaker or less 
favored. members. 

Paying out money without something in the 
hand to show for it is rarely a painless expe- 
rience. But a bad conscience can also be pain- 
ful.

The Republicans must make themselves the liberal, progressive party 
of the United States if they are to win in 1948, says one of them; 
so long as they merely echo the Administration or seek to make 
free enterprise and reaction synonymous, voters will ignore them.

The Republican party, in order to win 
the 1948 presidential election, must prove 
to the majority of the voters that it can 
successfully govern the American people 
in this tragic, uneasy, postwar world. It 
has yet to do so, and the time is running 
out. I believe it can do so only by be- 
coming the party of progress and of lib- 
eralism. It has no other place to go, 

The Administration of President Tru- 
man, after the election debacle of No- 
vember 1946, went far 
to the right; so far, 
indeed, that the fa- 
vorite 1946 statement 
of the Republican 
hierarchy that the 
Democratic Adminis- 
tration was guided 
“by the radical left 
wing group” became 
worse than exagge- 
ration. It became 
ridiculous. 


A Tweedledum Re- 
publican for a Twee- 
dledee Truman will 
not mean a Repub- 
FCC 
House in 1948. Between two parties, both of 
which stand for extreme conservatism, the 
voters will choose Mr. Truman. 


Both political parties continue to exist 
in terms of election machinery. This ma- 
chinery is vital, so vital that the absence 
of it makes a third party practically an 
impossibility, but it is not enough to oust 
the party in executive power. And in the 
public mind, the Republican party, like 
the Democratic party, has ceased to exist 
in terms of principle. 


Roosevelt vs, Party 


There is reason for this. Until the death 
of Franklin Roosevelt, the Democratic 
party was hampered by the confusion and 
conflict of serving two masters, the en- 
trenched Southern Reactionary and the 
Northern New Dealer. In spite of the 
conflict, President Roosevelt met the 
surging call for social legislation in the 
’80s, and remained, in the collective mind 
of the American people, their friend, The 
hard core of the Democratic party, the 
Southern Democrats and the bosses of the 
cities, remained conservative. 


The Republican party, smarting under 
the repudiation of President Hoover in 
1932, and eager for power, sought on the 
one hand to reassure the most conserva- 
tive of the leaders of the enterprise sys- 
tem—such as Joe Pew. At the same time 
it tried, in presidential election years, to 
win the votes of the masses of the people. 
The result has not been good for the en- 
terprise system, or the .Republican party, 
or the country. It has made the Repub- 
lican party synonymous with the enter- 
prise system, and the enterprise system 
synonymous with reaction. 


All Over Again? 


The problem this poses is just as serious 
for the American people as a whole as it is 
for the liberals within the Republican 
party; for no nation can permanently re- 
main a political democracy with only one 
party in continuous executive power. Yet 
the Republican party shows promise of re- 
peating its mistake; that is, the mistake of 


merely imitating the party in power in 
order to get into power. N 

In foreign affairs, for example, the Re- 
publican party avowedly follows a bi- 
partisan” policy. This means, at least to 
the public, that the Democratic Adminis- 
tration calls the shots. If the policy is un- 
successful, the Republicans share the re- 
sponsibility and blame. 


Progressive and liberal Republicans 
have but one road to take, A third party 
in 1948 is an escapist illusion. <A liberal 
second party can become a fact. Such Re- 
publicans as Senator Wayne Morse of Ore- 
gon, for example, know that ff we are to 
avoid the fatal error of a multi-party sys- 
tem, as in France, or a one-party system, 
as in the Soviet Union, we must work to- 
ward a dominant coalition of liberal forces 
within the Republican party structure. 


Against Trade Blocs 


Ex-Governor Stassen, of all the candi- 
dates for the Republican nomination, seems 
most aware of the need for a return to the 
high tradition of the Republican party. 
However, he can be nominated only by Re- 
publican grass roots demand, and then 
only if those who presently control the 
party machinery are convinced they can- 
not win without him. Whether the candi- 
date be Stassen, Dewey, Vandenberg or 
Warren, progressive Republicans want a 
vigorous program. They realize that the 
American ivory tower crashed to the 
ground along with Hiroshima. 


How the final peace of the world is 
shaped will affect the children born in any 
state of our American Union. A liberal Re- 
publican program will therefore contain 
the pragmatic realization that the United 
States must lead the way in breaking down 
trade barriers. Liberal Republicans ask for 
unequivocal recognition by their party of 
the co-operative leadership the United 
States must assume in world affairs. 


Labor Has a Place 


The Rep@blican progressive looks for 
frank acknowledgment of the relationship 
of federal and state governments to the 
economic life and social well-being of the 
citizens of the Republic. ee enterprise 
must be responsible enterprise. The legis- 
lative program must be practical, must rec- 
ognize that co-operation among manage- 
ment, labor and government is the only 
solution likely to ensure a fair economy. 

The Republican program should recog- 
nize labor’s contribution to this democracy. 
Republicans in the House and Senate 
should sponsor progressive legislation reaf- 
firming the party’s onetime policy of pro- 
viding our citizens with protection neces- 
sary to their time. 

The liberal Republican program should 
stress one of the first planks of the early 
Republican leadership—the moral issue of 
human freedom and the absence of restric- 
tions based on race, creed or color,

Between Book Ends 
Illiteracy. Rampant 


FUNDAMENTAL EDUCATION, by UNESCO Prepare 
tory Commission Committee. (The Mecmillan Ce. 
New York.) 3 
When faced by a new historical chal 

lenge, Americans sometimes seem prone to 

invent a slogan, repeat it to each other for 

a while, then drop it like last year’s popu- 

lar song. Was “One World” such a slogan? 

The challenge, in any event, remains, 
One aspect of it is presented in loosely- 
organized form in this collection of sug- 
gestions for a United Nations attempt te 
liquidate world illit- 
eracy. 

“Where half the 
people of the world 
are denied the ele 
mentary freedom 
which consists in the 
ability to read and 
write, there lacks 
something of the 
basic unity and basic 
justice which the 
United Nations are 
Pledged together to 
further,” says Julian 
Huxley, director gen- 
eral of UNESCO, in 
a foreword. From the 
constitution of UNESCO is quoted. 
that since wars begin in the minds of men, 
it is in the minds of men that the defenses 
of peace must be constructed... .” 

But this is not something that can de 
solved with an easy formula. The atom 
bomb won't help. Illiteracy is rooted in 
the very social and economic structures of 
the world., In the Union of South Africa, 
to suggest only one example, 2,500,000 Fu- 
ropeans are a dominant caste minority en- 
joying “almost exclusive political and mili- 
tary control and very marked economig 
educational and social privileges” over 6,- 
500,000 Bantu Negroes, 750,000 “Cape Col 
ored” and 250,000 Asiatic i 

The Bantu, 88 per cent illiterate, are pa- 
thetically eager to learn—until they dis- 
cover that learning doesn’t lead anywhere; 
that they have nowhere to go except back 
to the ignorance, starvation and frustra- 
tion where they came from. The dominant 
minority opposes Bantu education on caste 
grounds, and anyway, who is going to pay 
for schools for people whose economy 
doesn't even produce enough food to keep 
all of them alive? 

Add to this India, 88 per cent illiterate: 
China, at least 80 per cent illiterate, and 
the Middle East — Egypt, the most “ad- 
vanced” of the Arab countries, still has an 
illiteracy rate of 90 per cent. This may 
give a glimpse behind the dark curtain of 
ignorance which, along with other curtains, 
must be lifted before “One World” gets 
beyond a slogan.

Congregationalists Consider 
Proposed Union With Evan- 
gelical and Reform Church. 


Merits and disadvantages of the 
proposed union of the Congrega- 
tional Christian Churches and the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church, 


meeting of ministers and laity of 
the St. Louis Association of Con- 
gregational Churches. The meet- 
ing was held at Compton Hill 
Congregational Church, Lafayette 
and Compton avenues. 

Using discussion techniques and 
material of yesterday’s meeting, 
pastors will begin a series of lec- 
tures and discussions in their own 
congregations next week. 

The proposed union was ratified 
by the General Synod of the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church 
when it met in St. Louis last July. 
After studying reports of churches 
on the plan, the General Council 
of the Congregational Christian 
Churches will vote on » merger 
plans next June. If approved, the 
union is scheduled to take place 
sometime next autumn. 

The Rev. Kenneth Murphy, pas- 
tor of Compton Hill Church, and 
Harold Felton, lay member of 
First Congregational Church of 
Webster Groves, outlined the ad- 
vantages of union. They said the 
merger would effect great gains 
in administrative efficiency and 
reduce costs of missionary work, 
church-supported schools and 
seminaries. Other merits include 
the opportunity for greater social 
action and world fellowship, and 
by increasing the size of the 
church its influence on national 
and international affairs would be 
strengthened, they said. :

THE REV. DR. DEVORE, 
CHURCH LEADER DIES 


President of Central College 
Was Attending Methodist 
Conference in St. Louis. 


The Rev. Dr. Harry S. DeVore, 
president of Central College at 
Fayette, Mo, died last night in his 
room at Hotel Chase after col- 
lapsing in the hotel lobby. He 
was 63 years old and had been 
under treatment for a heart all- 
ment. He was attending the St. 
Louis Conference of the Methodist 
Church, which opened Monday at 


Grace Church, Skinker boulevard 
and Waterman avenue. 

He was born at Johnstown, Pa., 
and was an alumnus of Southern 
Methodist University and South- 
western University. He became 
the nineteenth president of Cen- 
tral College in May 1942, but was 
not formally inaugurated until 
two years later in a ceremony at; 
which Paul V. McNutt, War Man- 
power Chief, was the principal 
speaker. St. Louis clergymen and 
Methodist laymen attended the in- 
augural.

And since France, again 
like Italy, can only get coal and 
wheat for dollars, the French 
economy simply cannot operate at 
all without dollar loans to cover 
the monthly deficits for the pres- 
ent. : 

This is the important thing to 
understand. The commodities 
bought with dollars are so vital 
that without them, not merely 
France’s trade with us, but the 
whole of France's economic life 
will come to an almost dead stop, 
Obviously this must occur, if 
there is only half enough bread 
for the people and half enough 
coal for the factories.” 

What is worse, the process will 
by no means end there. If the eco- 
momic life of France and Italy 
grinds to a stop, the British, the 
South Americans, the people of 
some other countries, the Mexi- 
cans, the Canadians and the rest, 
will be unable either to sell to or 
buy from France and Italy. Thus, 
these precarious ecopomies will be 
knocked out of kilter. The eco- 
nomic disease will spread like a 
new black death, carrying with it 
always the same hunger and the 
same social disruption. 

Even if such matters had been 
understood in the seventeenth 
century, the British in their dis- 
tant island would no doubt have 
thought themselves immune when 
the great European epidemic of 
the bubonic plague first declared 
itself in distant Russia. But they 
were not. No more shall we be 
immune from this new economic 
plague if we permit it to gain 
impetus. :

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Hospital for Personality Wounds 


Southard School

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 14. 
ATRICIA, 14 years old, looked 
P at life and found it unpleasant. 
Quarrels at home, failure at 
school, a boy friend who didn't 
know she was around.” 

Kid troubles? They looked big 
to the little girl in cago. She 
scribbled a dramatic note to her 
parents not long ago and then 
shot herself through the heart. 

The coroner’s jury reported that 
she had been “sick and nervous” 
for quite a while. She captured a 
momentary attention then, like the 
child killer who recently shot his 
playmates out of morbid curiosity, 
because the sickness was fatal. 
But the coroner’s report was a 
little late to be useful. 

At the Southard school, a ram- 
bling, sedate old mansion in To- 
peka, Kan., they’re trying to find 
the answers while the problem 
can still be solved. The term 
school, however, is something of 
a misnomer. Actually it is the 
hospital for the children’s division 
of the non-profit Menninger Foun- 
dation, a medical laboratory 
where doctors probe for the whys 
of abnormal child behavior. 
Enrollment at Southard, now 19, 
never exceeds 25 hand-picked child 
problems. And they are just that. 
The school begins where others 
give up, with the “incorrigible” 


who's twisted emotions -threaten . 


to cripple a young life before it 
is fairly started. 

Only the doctors object pretty 
strenuously to that term “incor- 
rigible.” These children are pa- 
tients, they remind you. Their 
behavior should be judged as 
symptoms of much deeper trouble. 

The Southard School selects only 
those children with deep person- 
ality wounds — as distinguished 
from physical or mental defectives 
—and abeve all those whom the 
doctors feel can be reached and 
helped. Cure, not custody, is the 


goal.

ABORATORY it may be, but 

at first glance Southard strikes 

you as an outsized, turbulent 
family. A thin, rangy lad lounges 
casually in the doorway, grounds 
out a cigarette with studied dis- 
regard for woodwork, and tries 
hard to look tough. Over in one 
corner a squabble rises to shrill 
crescendo, liberally punctuated 
with the terms most kids reserve 
for behind-the-barn occasions. 

A half-dozen others, scattered 
around the big front room, seem 
pretty much preoccupied with 


their own problems. 


But almost 
everywhere are little bubbles of 
surface tension. Sometimes it 
boils over in hurt, angry cries of 
“I hate you; I’m going to kill you.” 

Hate, not mere childish temper, 
is real and deep at Southard. “We 
have to remember that these chil- 
dren are sick,” says Dr., Edward 
Greenwood, director of the school, 
“The child’s hate springs’ from 
frustration; it must be aimed at 
something or someone or it turns 
in against himself.” 


The frustration is often rooted 
in a broken home. Divorced par- 
ents, using the child's allegiance 
as a battleground, literally tear 
his personality apart. Or apa- 
thetic elders, wrapped in their own 
tight little worlds, give him the 
best of everything. Everything, 
that is, except the affection and 
personal guidance which give him 
solid rovts in a world with which 
he can cope, 

Then there are parents who 
consider the child and his needs 
chiefly as an annoyance. They 
wage war of ruthless intimidation 
and emerge triumphant with 
“little adults,” clean, docile and 
thoroughly abnormal, as early as 
possible, 


The kids come in tensed up and 
bitter. They’re encouraged to get 
it off their chests, purge them- 
selves of pent up emotions, to 
make room for a new foundation. 
Dr. Greenwood, a mild mannered, 
patient man, rides herd on this 
sometimes explosive process with 
a gentle hand on the reins. 

“Greenwood, Greenwood,” an 
abused young voice breaks in as

The boys agree a little reluctantly 
on wrestling—boxing offers the ob- 
vious disadvantage of a punch on 
the nose—but Greenwood won't let 
them off quite that easy.

It would be inaccurate to say this 
decision produces a sudden rush of 
affection between the would-be 
duelists, but their enthusiasm for 
the now authorized battle is con- 
siderably less. 

The problem is not always one 
of restraint. Some of the children, 
clamped into rigid moulds by too 
exacting standards, have with- 
drawn into secret, shadow worlds

of their own contrivance and must 
be coaxed out. They are actually 
shocked by the new freedom of 
the Southard School and so the 
bars must be let down a little at 
a time as they make adjustments. 

Southard, of course, isn’t a 
one-man show. Dr. Greenwood is 
just the quarterback for a team 
of three doctors, two other doc- 
tors in training, five teachers, one 
occupational therapist and 20 
part-time recreational workers. It 
adds up to about two teachers for 
every child. 

When a new child is admitted, 
this team examines him literally 
inside and out, physically, mental- 
ly and emotionally. His home 
background and previous experi- 
ence, as far as possible, are 
weighed and recorded as clues to 
his difficulty. 

The trail is often devious. One 
boy of high school age was admit- 
ted to Southard after carrying 
out an act of wartime sabotage. 
Investigation revealed that he had 
been preoccupied from an early 
Age with death, murder and a 
strong dislike for his own white 
race. When war broke out he had 
convinced his secret club that 
they could rise to dominance on*

the heels of Japanese victory. 

As tension is felieved and the 
problem analyzed, Southard sets 
about its primary job of healing 
the sick child. Such aids as psy- 
chotherapy~ are joined with the 
mundane but basic technique of 
understanding love to rebuild the 
child’s confidence in himself and 
the world in which he must live. 

Formal education is also car- 
ried on, even for the student who 
apparently makes no response. 
It’s necessary for establishing a 
habit pattern for return to other 
schools, 

eS 
HE children range from 5 to 
15 years in age. As they make 
sufficient progress, a 
ments are made for them to live in 
private homes in Topeka. These 
are carefully selected and super- 
vised by the school to serve as an 
intermediate stage preceding re- 
turn to their families. 

A few stay on at the Southard 
School as long as two or three 
years. Some, when Southard also 
fails, are recommended to institu- 
tions. But most of them are sent 
home in about 18 months. 

Sent home cured? Dr. Green- 
wood would give a good deal for 
that answer. He sent out a ques- 
tionaire on the point about a year 
ago but a full-scale follow-up still 
waits on the familiar problem of 
economics. 

About 25 per cent of the parents 
answered the question . form, 
mostly in terms of unrestrained 
praise. But a large slice of the 
other 75 per cent, Dr. Greenwood 
admits, may have refused to an- 


swer out of bitter disappointment. — 


The answers, from people 
steeped in more science than most 
of us can pronounce off-hand, are 
about as revolutionary as that old 
friend the golden rule. 

Consistent affection from both 
parents, they tell you. The par- 
ents may know that they love the 
child; the important thing is that 
the child knows it. 

Discipline? A child would feel 
lost without it, the doctors say. 
But it should be a consistent, 
united discipline by both parents; 
a thing fashioned to the child’s 
needs rather than imposed for 
the convenience of adults. 

And finally tolerance, the abil- 
ity to sense what the child is try- 
ing to accomplish through his 
struggles and expressions, “At 
the risk of a bromide,” Dr. Green- 
wood offers, “the child needs love 
and understanding.” If he feels 
waated and needed, a personality 
in his own right, then normal ad- 
justment to the business of grow- 
ing up becomes much less terrify-

South had little trouble in mak- 
ing his seven-no-trump. contract. 
The club suit did not break, But 
East was squeezed on the rum of 
diamonds and could not keep pro- 
tection in both spades and clubs, 
Thus South cashed in his 13 tricks 
and earned the impressive score 
of 2420 points. 

This was quite a bit better than 
accepting the East-West sacrifice 
attempt at seven which 
could not have been defeated more 
than four tricks, 700 points. 

It is perhaps a small point, but 
North could. have made matters 
easier for his partner by refrain- 
ing from doubling the seven-heart 
bid. This double gave South food 
for théught, and it was only after 
the most protracted huddle that 
he ventured to seven no trump. 
He felt sure, on due analysis, that 
North could not have bid as he did 
without à very long diamond suit, 
a good fit in clubs, and at least 
the spade ace, and therefore it 
seemed most probable that seven 
no trump could be made. South 
figured that if North had only a 
six-card diamond suit, he would 
need both the ace and king of 
spades for his leap to seven dia- 
monds, and this holding also 
would be satisfactory. 

South was to be congratulated 
on his imagination and boldness, 
but, to repeat, North should have 
done his part by inviting the 8e. 
en-no-trump bid. A forcing 
to seven hearts would have ‘con- 
veyed precisely that information:

ROM 1948 to 1945 the United 

States Army produced in Aus- 

tralia over 650,000,000 pounds 
cloudy apple juice and to about 90 
per cent of this was added ascor- 
bic acid at the rate of 30 milli- 
grams per 100 milliliters. Labora- 
tory controls showed that about 
90 per cent of the ascorbic acid 
was retained in the juice packed 
in No. 10 cans and the fortified 
juice was much more attractive 
in color and flavor than the non- 
fortified juice, This experiment 
was most encouraging and. since 
then procedure for the enrichment 
of apple juice with ascorbic acid 
under commercial conditions has 
started, This should be of special 
interest to every homemaker who 
is striving to serve her family 
foods that will keep them in a 
high state of nutrition. Many 
homemakers have been using ap- 
ple, grape and cranberry juice in- 
terchangeably with citrus fruit 
and tomato juice, thinking that 
all these juices were of practical- 
ly the same vitamin C value. By 
fortifying apple; grape and cran- 
berry juice they will be more com- 
parable to these high vitamin C 
citrus juices, So watch the label 
on these juices to see if they are 
fortified and if they are not make 
sure you are getting an adequate 
supply of vitamin C elsewhere in 
the diet.
